COD LIVER OIL FOR PIGS 


Pigs may be. fed successfully dur- 
ing the winter if conditions and feed 
are satisfactary. One of the most 
common - difficulties confronting the 
winter feeder is crippling 

At the Dominion Experimental Sta- 
tion at Scott, Sask., several tests 


Nave heen made comparing the use at. 


cod liver oil and pllchard of! for the 
purpose of preventing the crippling 
of Digs in winter, It had been 
observed that the trouble usually ap- 
peared among pigs which had been ex- 
posed to very little sunshine. Sonre 
of the early tests were conducted 
with fall pigs which were farrowed 


-| in Augnst and allowed to run outside 


until the cold weather came, with the 
result that no crippling occured and 
practically no difference in gains re- 
sulted from the different treatments 
with or without oil. The following 
year, fall pigs were confined to build- 
ings from™birth where no direct sun- 
shine was received. Soon after wean- 
ing, these pigs Were divided as evenly 
as possible by placing pigs from sev- 
eral litters in a pen and weighing 
each pig individually. The same 
Srain ration was given to each lot. 
Cod liver oil was added to the chop 
for one lot at the rate of one ounce 
per dav per pig, and the second lot 
received no oil, A third lot was giver 
the same ration of chop with 
ounce of pilchard oil per pig. daily, 
The lot getting no ofl showed mark- 
ed signs of crippling early in Decem- 
ber and one pig from this lot died on 
the 35th day of this test, and 11 days 
later another was lost from the same 
lot. The trial was closed of the 89th 
day when the six remaining pigs were 
all lame and two required assistance 
to reach the trough. In the two lots 
getting oil there was no sign of crippl- 
ing and the average gain per pig was 
108 pounds in the cod liver oll lot, 
101 pounds In the pilchard oll lot and 
79 pounds each for the six remaining 
pigs in the lot which received no oil. 

These oils, practically equal in 
value, can be purchased for about $1 
per gallon, but’ the pilchard oll is us- 
ually ~@ little cheaper. 

Both oils leave an undesirable fishy 
taste in the pork. unless discontinued 
about six weeks before marketing or 
killing for pork. This may be done 
even in mid-winter without danger 
of crippling if the ofl has been fed 
for some time previously, 

The crippled pigs which had not 
reéeived any oil were given oil in the 
chop at the rate of one ounce per pig 
daily, after the test was completed 
No further deaths occured and all the 
pigs recovered from their lameness in 
a short time and were ‘eventually

by a long narrow tube, All these 
‘parts are lined with mucous mem- 
brane. 

It can be readily understood how 
inflammation can creep up this tissue 
tube to ‘the middle ear and mastoid 
cells, Inflamed tissue swells, and 
if the tube tissue is muccus mem- 
brane, fluids are given off and pus 
forms. The tube is closed by ita 
swollen muccus membrane ljning and 
the fluid and pus formed in the midd- 
ear and matoid cells cannot escape 
into the throat, The. presence. be- 
comes very irritating in these parts 
causing extreme earache Some- 
thing must give way, and the drum 
being the weakest wall of these cav- 
ities, bursts if not lanced. This allows 
the accumulated fluids and pus to 
drain away, the pajn is relieved, the 
temperature subsides and the patient 
js soon on the road to recovery. 

But sometimes drainage through 
the hole in the drum is not sufficient. 
The emptying of the mastoid cells 
becomes impeded and the’ pressure 
in the bone rises. Pain then returns 
the bone becomes tender and swelling 
may appear over it. Increasing pres- 
sure in the mastoid cells destroys jts 
thin outer shell, Nature is trying hard 
to provide drainage for the absces# 
within the bone. If the mastojd 
bone is now drained, f.e., if the mast- 
old operation is performed healing 
should be rapid and complete. Pro- 
vided the operation is properly execut- 
ed and done when the disease is 
sufficiently localized complications 
should practically never occur, 

Sometimes, if the outer wall of the 
bone js thick and hard, the tnner shell 
will be destroyed, and if the dia- 
ease is not efficiently drained, men- 
ingitis or brain abscess may result, 
Often the drainage through the 
rim while not sufficient for a rapid 
cure of the disease, is enough to pre- 
vent rapid outward or jnward spread 
of inflammation. The disease in the 
bone may linger on with grave risk 
of spreading to vital structures. The 
patient may seem perfectly well with 
the exception of the discharging from 
the ear. Any ear that has been dis- 
charging for three or four weeks 
should be examined to ascertajn if 
disease remains in the mastoid bone 
Neglect of proper surgical treatment 
at this time may lead to a chronjc 
discharging ear with deafness and the 
ever present threat of fatal compli- 
cations. 


THE VITAMINS 


One pound of vitamin:B is enough 
to supply’ the needs of one person for 
1,200 years, but if you don’t get your 
tiny bit every day you will die in a 
few weeks, The vitamins are not 
drugs; they are foods, and we all 
need plenty of them. A good ail- 
round diet, properly cooked, should 
give healthy adults enough of all of 
the vitamins. Children and infants 
however need some extra vitamin 
D and to get ths they should be given 
cod liver oil in some form during the 
winter, 

We need milk, butter, cheese, green 
vegetables, carrots, and liver, for vit- 
amin A. We need whole wheat floyr, 
Oatmeal, liver, heart and kidney for 
vitamin B. Yeast and wheat germs 
are especially rich in this vitamin 
We need oranges, lemons, tomatoes. 
lettuce, celery and other fresh fruits 
and vegetables to provide vitamin @ 
Ordinary foods contain very little if 
any vitamin D. In the summer-time 
the sun makes this vitamin for us 
free when it shines on our skins but 
in the winter time many children need 
to get it in some other form which, 
fortunately ‘is obtainable in Cod 
Liver Oil and some other fish oils. 

If we eat such poor meals. that any 
one of these vitamins is missing com- 
pletely, we may get serious diseases, 
such as scurvy from lack of vitamin 
C, and rickets from vitamin D,_ If 
we eat too small amounts of these 
vitamins we are apt to suffer from 
lack of energy, and we are more 
liable to. get infections and to suffer 
more severely from them. 

A well balanced diet requires milk, 
meat, eggs, fruit and vegetabJes. The
